The demo, and the new tape that has just come out, 
were in some ways products of modern convenience. 
Equipment used on the demo included a 3 watt 
practice amp, an irig, a distortion pedal as a 
direct input for bass, a smartphone and me under a 
thick blanket in the bathroom to record vocals. On 
one of the songs you can hear birds chirping in the 
background! 
I've since abandoned the practice amp altogether 
and use a pedal as a direct input for guitar as 
well.

Man I loved the first album “New World Odour” 
(Released 2000) the first time I heard it, it 
was a breath of fresh air and one of my first 
steps into “hardcore”. The first track I ever 
heard was the title track by the same name on 
the second Trial and Error Sampler (a CD that 
well and truly introduced me to some new shit 
and changed my taste for the better). I didn’t 
know it at the time but it had members of one 
of my all time favourite bands MID YOUTH 
CRISIS. At some point the band must have 
broken up because I remember going to a 
reunion show at the Arthouse in 2005. It’s 
funny how the old memory plays tricks on you 
because I could have sworn that Andrew Hayden 
(A Death In The Family) was on vocals for this

Look I keep going 
back to listen to New World Odour while 
writing this instead of listening to the album 
I’m talking about so that should give you an 
indication of how I feel about it.
